Indianapolis. Jan. 23.—Indiana legis- 


lators seemingly are shying at the com- 
pensation net bill which representatives 
of the Slate Federation of Labor and of 
the Indiana -Manufacturers' association 
arc planning to introduce this week. The 
clause providing an annual appropria- 
tion of .$100.000 to pay Hie administra- 
tive costs of tho measure «ceros to be 
the stumbling block that will wreck the 
passage of the proposed bill.

necessary'. There is no reason on earth, even the cher- 
ished "personal liberty" principle, that can justify the1 
outrage to the sensibility of the average passenger who is 
forced to witness the orgies that frequently attend the j 
communion of a crowd of men and an assortment of con- j 
venient bottles in a smoking car in full view of other 
travelers who have no choice to witness a performance of 
this character, with its frequently attendant disturbance 
and profanity. • The measure of necessity must lie gen- 
eral and drastic to be effective, hut it is upon the broa'd 
and •well-grounded principle that the person in a public 
place has no right to indulge in practices that are offen- 
sive to others. We attempt to prevent drunken men from 
boarding trains for this very reason, and there is as- 
suredly the same warrant for preventing the possibility 
of them becoming drunken after they have gained access 
to the train.

In the case, of existing 


holding companies the voting of secur- 
ities unlawfully held is prohibited. Mer- 
gers are to be permitted only on the 
approval of the Utilities commission, 
and discriminations in prices or other- 
wise are prohibited.

maintenance during its first rear was 
subscribed within twenty minutes from 
the various delegates present. 


The dedication ceremonies began with 


a procession of the executive board of 
the Union, the board of governors, the 
faculty of the college and th« student 
body. 
Sigmund Rheinstrom presented 


the buildings to the Union. 
Responses 


to the presentation were made by J. 
Walter Freiberg, president of the Union, 
and Edward L. Heinsheimer, president 
of the board of governors of the college. 


Rabbi 'Jonah B. Wise,

of the 


founder of the college, the late Isaac M.

ON ANEW BILL 


Compensation Act Framed 


by Employers and 


Labor Heads. 


ASK 
ITS 
PASSAGE 


Indianapolis, Jan. 23.— Representatives 


of the State Federation of bailor and of 
the Indiana Manufacturers' and Shippers' 
association have agreed on u compensa- 
tion net bill carrying an annual appro- 
priation of .$100,0fin they will auk the 
legislature to pass. 


The measure creates a slate liability 


board of awards consisting of 
three 


members, appointed by the governor and 
receiving an annual (salary 
of 
$5,OuO 


each. 
One employer, a representative 


of the workmen \vlio has had ten years 
of industrial experience, and one attor- 
ney, not more than two being of the 
same political faith, shall constitute the 
board. 


A state insurance fund is to be cre- 


ated by voluntary payments of employ- 
ers desiring to contribute. 
Premiums 


are to be assessed on the risk and haz- 
ard of tho business. 
The employer is 


relieved of all suits for accidents, ex- 
cept where tho injuries were, caused by 
wilful acts of the employer or his agent, 
or through some violation of the ia\vs 
regarding the safety of employes. 
In 


such case, suit can be brought only by 
permission of the board or of a court 
which has decided the violation is serious 
and ought to be penalized. 


For total disability the employe is to 


receive two-thirds of his wages for not 
more than six years after the accident 
and not to exceed $3,400. 
In case of 


death, the dependents arc to receive a 
similar compensation. 
Hospital charges 


not to exceed $200, and funeral benefits 
within $150 are to be paid 'by the em- 
ployer. 


Employers who do not'take advantage 


of the fund are subject to suit for dam- 
ages under the present liability law, 
with the common law defenses of con- 
tributory 
negligence, 
assumption 
of 


risk, and the fellow-servant clause re- 
moved.

Operation on Animal 


Washington. .Ion. 23.—There is a Phot-
